afferblies of the meetings of the inhebi-- 
tasts ; and the tranfactions ef the Meffz- 
chofett’s council, condembing the mea- 
furés of deftroying the tes, and advifing 
legal profecutions agains the perpetrators, 
aone of whom were known, nor evere theré 
any poflibility of their difcovery, Thefe 
papers alfo contained deceils from the diffe- 
rent goversours, of all the tranfections re- 
lative to the tes, which took place in their 
re(pective governments, from thetr frk in- 
telligence of their being hipped in Eag- 
land, to tha date of their letters ; as alfo 
the threatenings, and. prophetica] informa- 
tions, which had Been ofica fent to the 
‘“pentlemen to whom the tea was, confign- 
“ed; copies of printed papers, inAamatory 
hand bills, alarms, illegal proceedings of 
committees, amd extraordinary minutes of 
council, had all been trapfported acrofs the 
Atlantic, to#the government in England, 
and were now isid before the parliament. 
In thefe papers the uniformity of Riis, 
language and fentiment, fully difcovered 
that the colonifis were geverslly of the 
fame opinion, and that not only the ` Maf- 
fachufett’s-Bay, bnt'all America were of- 
fended at the proceedings of the miniftry. 
When thefe papere were laid before the 
honfe, they ware aggravated by minifterial 
comments, which fet them forth in the 
moft attrovious ¢riminal point of view,
